Subway Disaster Averted; 
Wiring in Bomb Defective 


Blast Would Have Torn Tunnel Walls and Let in River, 
Drowning All on Trains Says Expert—Not 
Linked With Strike. 


New York, July 27 (A.P.).—With the 
threatened subway and elevated line 
strike averted at least for the time be- 
ing, the millions who ride in and out 
of Manhattan every day turned their 
attention today to a bomb found short- 
ly after the strike was called off in 
one of the East River subway tunnels. 

There was no suggestion that the 
bomb had any connection with the pro- 
jected strike, police believing it had 
been placed by a crank. 

Police bomb experts and a chemist 
of the United States Bureau of Mines 
found that the bomb, an 18-inch iron 
pipe with screw caps about the shape 
of a 3-inch artillery shell, was filled 
with five pounds of dynamite and gun- 
powder. An electric percussion cap

was connected by wires to the third! in years, a pe 7 


rail in such a manner as to be deto- 
nated when a train passed. The wiring 
was faulty, however, and several trains 
passed over the spot before a_ track 
walker found the bomb. 

Harry Campbell, the chemist of the

The bomb was so powerful, he said, 
that the walls of the tunnel would 
probably have been broken by its ex- 
plosion, flooding the tunnel and 
drowning occupants of all the trains 
then under the river.

YOUNGER GROUP ASKS 
CONTROL OF FINANCES 


Great Leaders Must Pass 
Before British Movement 
Becomes Radical. 


By RAYMOND GRAM SWING. 

London, July 27.—Twenty-seven years 
ago the first representative of labor was 
elected to Parliament. Today thé Labor 
party has 151 representatives. If poll- 
ties were consistent, and a reliable 
chart could be drawn whose curves 
foretold the future as they do in the 
graphs oft business conditions, this 
rise from one Labor M. P. to 151 would 
presage an overwhelming labor major- 
ity in the life of this generation. 

Those who predict that Britain will 
be engulfed by a tide of complete 60- 
cilalism have at least this superficial 
evidence for their calculation. 

A closer examination of socialism 
as a movement in other countries, and 
of the Labor party itself, however, 
complicates this prophecy. The Ger- 
man Social Democrats, the best 
schooled Socialist party that ever 
existed, have failed to irtroduce any 
more socialism than they found among 
the ruins of the kaiser’s feudal ‘pa- 
ternalism. Syndicalism in France has 
not modified the pattern of French 
capitalism. Italy, on the brink of a 
Socialist venture, shrank back into the 
straitjacket of Mussolini. 

Only in Russia, where industry is 
relatively unimportant, has a govern- 
ment consciously operating on behalf 
of industrial labor succeeded in keep- 
ing its power, and it has succeeded in 
spite of its creed, not because of it. 


Socialist System Weak. 


Socialism as a religion for an opposi- 
tion party is strong stuff. As a sys- 
tem to be put into operation, it appears 
to be beyond the ability and the in- 
telligence of any Socialists yet produced 
in Europe. 

When the British Labor party is 
catalogued, one sees how true this Is. 
The very origin of that party works 
against its effectiveness as a Socialist 
organ. For it began as a trade union 
party, and the trade unions are still its 
head, heart and hands. It hit upon 
socialism as an afterthought. That is 
after failing to recast the industrial 
world with available political ideas it 
voted itself over to the Socialist camp 
and its new idea, the Socialist state. 

That accounts for the conservatism 
of the rank and file and of most leaders 
in the British labor movement. They 
are Socialists by decision, rather than 
conviction. They really are democratic 
trade unionists, schooled in the realis- 
tic experience of the House of Com- 
mons. A man like “Jim” Thomas would 
no more take a revolutionary step of 
his own free will than the Earl of 
Derby. Arthur Henderson, J. M. Clynes, 
Philip Snowden and Ramsay MacDon- 
ald are Socialists in the sense that they 
want to direct the evolution toward the 
Sccialist state. 

Their program is ultimate nationali- 
zation. If put into power today with 
a working majority, they would set up

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UNIQUE APPEAL MADE 
IN LIQUOR CONVICTION 


Men, in Plea, Say Policemen 
Forced Them to Transport 
Load of Whisky. 


An appeal, unique in court proced- 
ure, was filed yesterday by Attorney 
Thomas Lodge in behalf of Bruce Lane 
and Major Taylor, both colored. They 
were convicted of illegal transportation 
and possession of liquor by a jury be- 
fore Judge McMahon in Police Court 
Tuesday night. 

In filing the notice of appeal, Attor- 
ney Lodge set forth that the men ad- 
mit transporting the alleged liquor on

British Foreign Minister Declares That No 


Permanent Formula 


Can Be Applied to 


Cruisers; Denies Dictation: 


London, July 27 (A.P.).—Hope that 
the tangle of the Geneva Naval Con- 
ference soon will be unravelled is grow- 
ing in official circles in the British 
capital. This is due largely to the 
statements made in the House of Com- 
mons today by Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
secretary for foreign affairs, outlining 
anew the whole British attitude toward 
the parleys and containing the declara- 
tion: “There need be no difficulty in 
arriving at a temporary arrangement 
about the immediate future of cruiser 
building.” 

It was this question on which the 
negotiations stalled last week. Sir 
Austen appeared in parliament soon 
after W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of the 
admiralty, and Viscount Cecil, the chief 
British delegates to the naval confer- 
ence, started back for Geneva to reopen 
the discussions with the American and 
Japanese delegates. The purpose of the 
foreign secretary's statement was to 
put the full weight of the British gov- 
ernment behind the proposals the 
British delegates will make. 

A second reason for the statement 
was to remove the misunderstanding 
which the British government believes 
exists in the minds of many Americans 
regarding the British aims at Geneva. 
Alhtough the statement was made at 
Westminster, and neither America nor 
Americans were mentioned, it was 
nevertheless admittedly intended for 
the great unseen audience of American 
people. 

The foreign minister informed the 
commons that the British government 


hed been charged even with a desire 
to destroy the principle of sea power 
equality as between Great Britain and 
the United States, established at the 
Washington conference, and he added 
emphatically: “There is no foundation 
for such a suspicion.” 

He repledged the British government 
to complete agreement with the two- 
fold purpose of the Geneva meeting as 
outlined in President Coolidge’s invita- 
tion—reduction of naval expendiutres, 
while maintaining national security. 

The rest of Sir Austen’s statement 
was largely devoted to an exposition of 
the British position as regards exten- 
sive building of small cruisers for trade 
protection purposes. He pictured graph- 
ically the exigencies of the far-flung 
empire, compared with a compact, uni- 
fled country, such as the United States. 

“It is to be noted,” said the secretary, 
“that the sea routes on which Great 
Britain depends for existence lie largely 
in narrow waters bordered by other 
states. This is not the case with the 
United States, whose important lines 
of communication lie either on land 
within her own frontiers, by sea along 
her own coasts, or in great oceans.” 

Great Britain claimed no right to 
dictate any smaller cruiser policy to 
other powers, but, he contended, “any- 
thing resembling the permanent 
formula adopted at Washington for 
battleships was inapplicable for ves- 
sels designed for purposes which va- 
ried with the geographical and eco-

SLAYING OF SUPERIOR 


R. E. Walters, of Hagerstown, 
says H. R. Stotler Was 
Attentive to Wife. 


BLAMED MOONSHINERS 


Hagerstown, Md., July 27 (A.P.).— 
R. E. Walters, a prohibition agent of 
this city, late tonight confessed to the 
murder of Hunter R. Stotler, 52-year- 
old chief of agents for this county, as 
the two drove in Walter’s automobile, 
near Boonsboro, last night, it was an- 
nounced by State’s Attorney Harper 
Ballentine. 

The confession came after Walters 
had been grilled for five and a half 
hours by the State’s attorney and city 
and county police. Walters said he 
shot Stotler because the latter had 
been too attentive to Mrs. Walters. 
Stotler, whose home was in Keyser, W. 
Va., lived with the Walters’ while in 
this city. 

In his confession Walters stated that 
just a few moments before he shot 
Stotler he told the West Virginian of 
his intentions, the State’s attorney 
said. 

After the slaying Walters reported 
that he and Stotler had been am- 
bushed by moonshiners. A posse was 
sent out to seek the slayers. 

Walters, suffering from a minor 
gunshot wound on the wrist, fired all 
the cartridges in his pistol and sped 
off in the automobile to Funkstown, 
just beyond Hagerstown, he said. The 
machine was riddled. From the appear- 
ance of the automobile it was believed 
both rifiles and shotguns were used 
by the moonshiners.

TEMPORARY ACCORD 
VIEWED UNFAVORABLY 


Refusal to Apply Washington 
Treaty to Cruisers Seen 
Fatal to U. S. Plan. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Unless a miracle happens or the Brit- 
ish delegation has a surprise proposal 
by way of compromise, the tripartite 
Geneva naval conference on limita- 
tion of armaments is scheduled to break 
up on the rocks on Anglo-American 
disagreement. 

This was authoritatively stated by of- 
ficials here last evening, after they had 
examined Sir Austen Chamberlain’s ex- 
planation of the British attitude to the 
House of Commons and found that 
statement most unsatisfactory from the 
American point of view. 

In a nutshell, it now looks as if the 
conference will unquestionably fail if 
the Chamberlain statement is to serve 
aS an advance inkling of what W. C. 
Bridgeman, first lord of the British 
admiralty and Viscount Cecil will say to 
the American delegation when they ap- 
proach the final reckoning at Geneva. 
The only real hope here is that the 
British delegates may have left for 
Geneva with confidential instructions to 
abandon the position they have so far 
taken and to rescue the conference by 


methods other than those referred to 
by Sir Austen Chamberlain, the British 
Foreign Secretary. 


Statement Viewed Closely. 


If new British proposals are made 
with a view to meeting the American 
viewpoint they will be examined sym- 
pathetically and renewed offorts will be 
made to get together. Otherwise, of- 
ficlals here say frankly that there will 
be little or nothing to be gained by pro- 
longing the deliberations. 

No sooner had the text of the Cham- 
berlain speech in the House of Com- 
mons réached Heré than officials began 
noting features which they described as 
distinctly unsatisfactory. 

In the first place, the statement is 
regarded as a reassertion of past Brit- 
ish arguments rather than a hint of 
anything new. It was pointed out that 
Mr. Chamberlain does not disclose 
whether or not the British delegation 
has any thought of suggesting any 
more lenient or changed program, such 
as might be designed to meet the 
American position. 

The reference to a possible temporary 
arrangement covering cruiser limita- 
tion, which Mr. Chamberlain stressed 
in connection with his statement that 
the British government could not be 
expected to sanction such a course as @ 
precedent or permanent policy was 
noted here with disappointment. 


Against U. S. Purpose. 


Officials ‘here believe that Britain 
may now propose a temporary arrange- 
ment to last either until 1931, when 
the signatory powers to the Washing- 
ton conference meet, or for a period to 
cover the so-called life of the particu- 
lar cruisers which have been under 
consideration. But, in any event, it is 
pointed out here, such an arrangement 
would only be a “stop-gap arrange- 
ment” and not at all in harmony with 
the purpose of the United States gov- 
ernment in calling the Geneva con- 
ference. 

The United States Government, it 
was stated authoritatively, desires that 
any treaty which results from the Ce- 
neva conference be lasting and perma- 
nent and that it include all classes of 
auxiliary ships. An agreement that 
would not be lasting would be a mere 
partial and temporary arrangement “of 
no value to the Government of the 
United States,” according to another 
version of the American position. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s statement that the 
principles of the Washington treaty are 
not applicable to cruiser building was 
also noted with surprise. It was said 
in this connection yesterday that if 
Mr. Chamberlain means what he says, 
the Geneva conference will certainly 
fail of agreement, because the whole 
purpose of the Geneva conference wag 
to apply the principles of the Washing- 
ton treaty to cruisers and auxiliary 
craft. 

Explained by Coolidge. 


President Coolidge, in sending out 
invitations to the cqnference, explained 
that the. purpose was to apply the 
Washington conference principles and 
extend them to classes not covered by 
the Washington treaty. Great Britain, 
in accepting the President's invitation, 
made «no reservation with respect to 
applying these principles to cruisers 
and other types of vessel.

“I was not a chief” Birger said.

HAIR ON THE LEGS. 


READER writes me in great trou- 
A ble. She has tried the pumice- 

stone treatment I advised to re- 
move hair from the legs, and her skin 
is left red and sore. 


Dear reader, I feel quite sure that 
you did not try the treatment just as 
I outlined it. In fact, I think I know 
where you went wrong, for another 
reader, on being questioned, did just 
the thing you did. But enough of re- 
proaches; the correct treatment is as 
follows: ; 


If you wish to remove hair from your 
legs in this particular way, make up 
your mind to shave them thoroughly 
three or four times a year. After the 
first time—the day after—take a trust- 
ed piece of pumice stone into the bath 
with you, soap your legs thoroughly 
and go over them lightly with the

Indiana Senator Acts on Sug- 
gestion Made by Reed, 
of Pennsylvania. 


(Associated Press.) 
While a new move was made yester- 
day to obtain possession for the Senate 


November, William B. Wilson, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate in that contest, issued 
a statement attacking a recent utter- 
ance of his opponent, William S. Vare. 

Wilson's statement said that Vare, re- 
cently, in asking for a recount of the 
ballots, had ignored the “padded regis- 
tration lists,” and the “corrupting and 
coercion of voters, the casting illegal 
votes in the names of people who have 
been fraudulently registered or who 
have never registered or never had ex- 
istence.”’ 


Watson Approves Plan. 


Almost simultaneously with the pub- 
lication of Wilson’s view by the Na- 
tional Women’s Democratic Club, it 
was announced at the Capitol that Sen- 
ator Watson, of Indiana, ranking Re- 
publican on the Senate privileges and 
elections committee, had written other 
members of the committee asking their 
approval of a plan to direct the Senate 
sergeant at arms to make demand on 
the election officials of Pennsylvania 
for all of the ballots used in the last 
senatorial election outside of Phila- 
delphia and Allegheny counties. The

steel mills of England. They would 
pay compensation, Everything would 
proceed as usual, only the state would 
be in charge, as it is of the postoffice. 
And they would apply any profits be- 
yond those needed for development and 
retiring indebtedness, assuming there 
were any, to bettering the living condi- 
tions of the workers. 

This conception of Socialism is al- 
ready old-fashioned. Moreover, it is 
perhaps half-hearted and unreal. Even 
some of its most sympathetic students 
doubt whether it would greatly benefit 
workers. So a more up-to-date kind 
of socialism is beginning to crystallize 
in the minds of younger men in Eng- 
land. 

These men believe, in the first place, 
that it is not capitalism but capital- 
istic inefficiency which is responsible 
for poverty in the world. They know 
there isn’t enough of a surplus in capi- 


talism today to divide up socially and |.

They 
look on capitalism not as a system to 
be destroyed but as one to be managed.

“That is the reason why the Reed 
committee has been fought at every 
turn,” he declared. “Its opponents do 
not want all the facts brought out. I 
will be glad to have either committee 
take custody of all the ballots at once. 
The more complete the investigation is 
the better I will like it. 

“Mr. Vare’s proposal that he is will- 
ing to finance the Senate committee on 
privileges and elections if that commit- 
tee has not sufficient funds available 
for the purpose is manifestly against 
public policy. Neither Mr. Vare nor 
myself should be permitted to contrib- 
ute to the financing of the investiga- 
tion and recount.”

Then they say they can conduct the 
affairs of industry and distribution. 
Then they will know just how much 
taxation industry can stand, just how 
much wealth it can produce and just 
how much can be done in achieving all 
the ideals of the older socialism, the 
abolition of poverty, the spread of edu- 
cation and so on. 


Younger Men Ignore Parllament. 


It is significant that these “ounger 
men in the Labor party tend to stick 
up their noses at Parliament. They 
are so satisfied that a knowledge of 
economics is all the cquipment needed 
to bring in the Socialist millennium 
that they would be willing to be the 
Mussolinis of England if only it gave 
them the Big Four Banks and the Bank 
of England, already the most concen- 
trated credit apparatus in existence. 

The fear of dictatorships, they feel, 
is a Victorian emotion, like the fear of 
seeing a girl’s knee. Parliament, they 
Say, is essential in its time and way 
and can be reintroduced after the 
financial machinery had been well 
taken over. They go on to observe, 
with an air of superiority, 
liaments are only worth saving when 
they represent the power factors of the 
community accurately. And since this 
English Parliament could not prevent 
the general strike last year—because 
labor had more power outside the Com- 
mons than within—it will have to suf- 
fer violence of some sort. 

After all, they argue, parliaments are 
only possible when a majority of the 
public are in agreement about major 
things, as they are in America. In 
England, they no longer agree. They 
differ on the very nature and purpose 
of the state. 


Scotch Group Strong. 


So the Socialist party already has 
two divisions, one intent on keeping 
Parliament and evolution and old- 
fashioned progressive socialism, and 
one with a more expert understanding 
of the modern world of business and a 
harsh contempt for democracy. There 
still is a third division, numerically 
stronger than the second. That is the 
ginger group from Scotiand. Weak in 
theory and wisdom, this group has 
more emotion than the other two com- 
bined. 

These are the men who want “social- 
ism in our time.” Just what they 
mean by socialism they may hardly 
know. Nor is that vitaltothem. They 
want something to happen. They want 
to see the Socialist M. P.’s get angry 
in debates, use strong language and be 
expelled from the House. They want 
a fight. They want to go up and down 
the dismal slum streets of Scotch in- 
dustrial cities, putting hope into th 
hearts of the tired men and women of 
today. 

These three groups divide and paralyze 
the present Labor party. Ultimately 
the second and third might unite. The 
Clydeside Socialists conceivably might 
provide the muscles and the economists 
provide the brains of a revolution in 
England. But today that is only a 
guess, for the Cyldesiders and the 
Birmingham Finance School, even 
counted together, are in a minority. 
The bulk of British labor still is con- 
stitutional.

‘They 
are not proposing that the United States 
should build either great or small cruis- 
ers. They have abandoned the hope, if 
they entertained it, that Great 
Britain and Japan would scrap cruisers 
and establish a low level that would es- 
tablish confidence and save money for 
the three naval powers. The Americans 
now insist that the principle of parity of 
naval strength shall established be- 
tween Great Britain. and the United 
States. They propose that a maximum 
tonnage level fixed,. within which 
either power may build cruisers of any 
size up to 10,000 t Since the British 
nt refuses to agree to this pro- 
posal, it is evident that the Geneva con- 
ference will fail. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s statement discloses 
the fact that the British attitude has not 
been misrepresented by the American 
press. He has restated what had already 
been stated by Mr. Bridgeman and Lord 
Jellicoe. The American press did, how- 
ever, express the hope that the confer- 
ences between the British delegates and 
the British cabinet would result in the 
adoption of a broader view, which would 
take into account the fact that a treaty 
limiting the navies of the United States,

The faction in the British cabinet that 
prefers British sea supremacy to a treaty 
that would abolish competitive building 
has triumphed. President Coolidge’s 
proposal to prevent competitive naval 
building as a means of avoiding discord, 
suspicion and ultimate danger of war is 
rejected by Great Britain. 

It was a sorry day for those who 
cherish close relations between the 
United States and Great Britain when 
the British government decided to strive 
for supremacy on the sea rather than 
take President Coolidge’s proffered hand 
of equality and mutual confidence. 


A 100-PASSENGER AIRPLANE. 


Capt. Courtney’s Dornier-Napier Whale, in 
- Which he will attempt a flight between England 


, 


and the United States as soon as the weather 
will permit, is but a baby as compared to an- 
other transatlantic plane now under construc- 
tion in the Dornier works at Friedrickshafen, 
Germany. The newer plane is a veritable air 
liner. It will carry 100 passengers and their 
baggage, comfortably berthed in cabins located 
within the wing structure itself. Its motors 
will deliver 7,000 horsepower, and the ship 
fully loaded will weigh in the neighborhood 
of 50 tons. 

Commercial transatlantic flying undoubtedly 
will be accomplished in huge airplanes. The 


' three which so far have crossed successfully

were so comparatively tiny that after the crew 
and fuel were installed aboard no room was 
left for a useful load. With larger ships, even 
though additional fuel supplies are necessary, 
it will be possible to carry passengers and ex- 
press which will pay the way. 

The problem of building huge air liners, 
however, is tremendous. Stress and strain in 
an airplane is not as easily ascertained as it 
is in a ship, for instance, and the larger the 
plane the greater the strain. Factors of safety 
in the large plane also must of necéssity be 
greater than in the tiny ship carrying only its 
crew or at best one passenger. The Dornier 
works are pioneers in the construction of the 
huge flying boat. Many of their models de- 
signed to accommodate 25 passengers are in 
daily operation all over the world. The great 
ship now under construction is not, therefore, 
hastily conceived, but represents the gradual 
development of all other models that have 
preceded it. The maiden voyage of this air 
liner will be awaited with interest, for it repre- 
sents the first attempt to provide a vehicle for 
regular paying commercial transatlantic flying. 


GOV. RITCHIE'’S PROPOSAL. 

Gov, Ritchie of Maryland has suggested that 
the governors of the States organize a ‘‘House 
of Governors,”’ for the purpose of upholding 
States’ rights and playing a strong part in 
the nonpartisan political life of the country. 
He outlined his plan to the governors assem- 
bled at Mackinac Island. A permanent or- 
ganization of governors, he claimed, could 
protect the true scope and assert the rightful 
functions of the States, and could not fail to 
check the modern drift to excessive centraliza- 
tion. Half the that now eventuate in 
Federal Federal bureaus, he 
added, handled the 
states. 

The protection of rights of the 
States and the assertion by them of their right- 
ful functions are greatly to be desired. There 
is excessive centralization of power in Wash- 
ington. has into exist- 
ence which threatens strangle tie States 
and entangle the national Government in its 
folds. This bureaucracy is accumulating polit- 
ical power at an dlarming rate, so that, un- 
less the process is checked, Congress-will ulti- 
mately be the servant of the bureaucracy and 
will enact laws in obedience to its command. 
of the departments, bureaus and inde- 
pendent commissions have acquired law- 
making power, in the form of “regulations,” 
which neither. the President nor Con- 
gress exercises strict supervision. 

It is doubtful, however, that Gov.. Ritchie’s 
plan would work a reform. The States have 
conflicting interests, and rarely agree on any 
great question. All of them are apt to yield 
their rights for an appropriation. At the 
same meeting where Ritchie spoke, the 
governor of Arkansas demanded that the Fed- 
eral Government repay to the Mississippi flood 
the funds raised by levee bonds, 
amounting $50,000,000. The Arkansas 
governor asks, in other words, that the Fed- 
eral Government repay to the States what 
they have already expended on levees, and 
then pay the entire cost of any project adopted 
for the control of floods. Is titchie 
ready to have Maryland pay its share in reim- 
bursing for incurred in 
former for controlling the Mississippi? 
He might be tempted to reply that Arkansas 
should pay its share of what Maryland has ex- 
pended in preventing the extermination of 
Chesapeake oysters and crabs. 

The difficulty of obtaining concerted action 
by the States is shown by the breakdown of 
negotiations relating to the Colorado 
tiver. Seven States are concerned, and the 
remaining 41 States are entirely willing that 
they should agree upon a plan for the most 
useful mutual of the Colorado River. 
Yet they can not agree upona plan. They do, 
however, concur in one point, and that is 
that the Federal Government, and not them- 
selves, should pay for Boulder Dam. 

The States have made great mistakes in 
vielding their powers to the Federal Govern- 
ment, but the people made the greatest mis- 
take of all when they adopted the eighteenth 
amendment to the Constitution. That amend- 
ment takes away the police power of all the 
in, to intoxicating liquor. In 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating liquor and in empowering the Fed- 
eral Government enter the States to en- 
force the prohibition, the people opened the 
gates of discord from Maine California. 
Crimes having nothing to do with the liquor 
traffic have become rampant in consequence 
of the conflict of police powers and the break- 
down of State authority. A bureaucracy in 
Washington is attempting to exercise the po- 
lice powers of the States, and its agents are 
often the chief lawbreakers, 

If the States wish to recover their original 
integrity and to assert their rightful powers, 
let them move for the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and quit bwapping their rights 
for a Federal appropriation. 
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THE BIGGEST CORPORATION, 

With earnings of than $129,000,000 
for the first half of 1927, the General Motors 
Corporation has jumped decisively into a posi- 
tion of leadership over the world’s industrial 
and railroad corporations. The earnings rep- 
resent a gain of $27,500,000 over the cor- 
responding period of 1926. 

Although earnings of the United States Steel 
Corporation in 1916 were in excess of this 
figure, it should be remembered that war con- 
ditions prevailed at the time, and profits, par- 
ticularly in steel, were abnormal. General 
Motors is earning at the rate of $260,000,000 
a year, a sum greater than has ever before 
been reported in the history of corporations. 
Alfred P. Sloan, president of the corporation, 


more 


says that current conditions are entirely satis- - 


factory, and that not only earnings, but sales 
of cars by the corporation to dealers, and by 
the dealers to the public as well, exceeded 
those of any other six months’ period. 

For many years steel has been considered 
the fundamental fndustry,.and in certain re- 
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spects it will remain so. General Motors’ 
record, however, permits it to bid for the dis- 
tinction in no uncertain terms. In the steel 
industry the United States Steel Corporation 
stands out, there being no other single corpora- 
tion even remotely comparable to it in size 
or influence. In the automobile field General 
Motors leads all other corporations, although 
there is at least one independent manufacturer, 
Henry Ford, who can offer competition to Gen- 
eral Motors. Place Henry Ford and General 
Motors together, and the combination is much 
larger and more impressive than a combination 
of United States Steel and any other steel 
concern. 

Since the United States has become a nation 
on wheels, it should occasion no surprise that 
an automobile manufacturing corporation has 
Swept to such a dominating position in in- 
dustry. 


SIR WILFRED GRENFELL. 


Many of: England’s great men have been 
described as empire builders. Few have built 
upon a more solid foundation than Sir Wil- 
fred T. Grenfell, whose services to the British 
crown have just been recognized in the form 
of a knighthood conferred by King George. 
He has in the last 35 years given more to 
Labrador than he could receive in kind in a 
century. His service has been devoted to the 
British nation and the people of that desolate 
coast, never at the expense of either. He has 
been the practical missionary, giving all in 
behalf of those he served. 

Labrador, before Sir Wilfred made its cause 
his own, Was one of the forgotten places of 
the earth. Men and women clung to its rock- 
bound shores and hidden forests, staking their 


| existence in a losing fight against the forces 


of nature. Life was primeval. Fishing and 
hunting alone served to keep the inhabitants 
of that section alive. They died before their 
time through lack of any medical attention. 
They starved at frequent intervals. 

It was to remedy such conditions that the 
English missionary doctor devoted his life. 
Single handed, almost, he sought to implant 
religion, science and civilization in a land that 
had known none of the three. He lived a 
life of incredible hardship. He fought con- 
trary elements over journeys hundreds of miles 
long in order to heal the sick, teach the gospel 
and establish industries, by means of which 
the people of Labrador might become inde- 
pendent. 

At intervals he came to the outside world 
for help. The simple story of the need that 
existed brought him assistance. He was able 
to establish hospitals, schools and churches 
and to provide implements for the manufacture 
of simple products. He has brought honest 
capital into his domain and resisted the en- 
croachment of politicians, who sought to ex- 
ploit the country selfishly. Labrador itself 
is a lasting monument to him. The recogni- 
tion of his sovereign is deserved, but by no 
means necessary to his fame. 


A CANADIAN LAND BOOM. 


From the sea-washed beaches of Florida to 
the Niagara River is a far cry, but the real 
estate speculators have traveled that distance 
within the last few months. 

Fort Erie, on the Canadian side of the 
Niagara frontier, was a sleepy little hamlet 
until about two years ago, when the idea ofa 
bridge across the river to commemorate the 
“hundred years of peace” took form. Then 
the beauties of the Canadian bank of the 
great river and the sloping shores of Lake 
Erie, a mile or two away, suddenly attracted 
the notice of a score of men who had cleaned 
up in Florida lots and were ready for a new 
venture, 

Within the year following many square miles 
of farm lands were secured and the boom be- 
gan. Today for a distance of more than twenty 
miles from the Canadian city of Niagara Falls 
up to and nearly ten miles beyond the head 
of the river, where it leaves the lake, farms 
by the hundred have been plotted for building 
lots, and hundreds of houses, ranging from 
imposing villas to humble bungalows, are 
building. 

Fort Erie, the hamlet of yesterday, is a 
village of importance now, and at the rate it 
is growing may be a city within a few years. 
Building permits are being issued which in- 
dicate a monthly investment of upward of 
$100,000 in stores and residences within the 
corporation. In spite of the fact that the 
traffic across the bridge has mounted to several 
thousand automobiles every day, mostly bear- 
ing American tags, the new residences and 
business places going up in Fort Erie are built 
mostly by Canadians, which would indicate 
that our northern neighbors do not propose to 
allow their Yankee cousins to reap all the 
benefits of the boom that has been transferred 
from Miami. 


ARE “FANS” CRAZY? 

Dr. Thaddeus L. Bolton, professor of psy- 
chology at Temple University, is authority for 
the statement that when a man becomes fanat- 
ical in his love for one particular sport he is 
suffering from a mental hypertrophy or 
growth. The overardent, hysterical baseball 
fan, who stands in line for hours waiting his 
turn to purchase bleacher seats, is not a citi- 
zen of which the community should feel proud. 
The man who neglects his business for the 
sake of golf is not merely weak-willed, but 
the victim of an ill-balanced mentality. 

It is not easy to take issue with so learned 
an authority, although one does not view with 
pleasure the world he pictures, peopled large- 
ly with lunatics. What man, or what woman, 
is not fanatical in his love for one particular 
pastime? With women the passion usually is 
centered upon bridge, although the female 
“golf nut’ or baseball fan is no longer an un- 
common sight. With men fanatical devotion 
usually is centered on baseball or golf. 

The rabid fan, or the chronic golf player, 
is not as common as cartoonists and joke- 
smiths would have us believe. Few men 
carry their passion for a game to the limit of 
neglect of their business. Almost every man, 
however, feels in all sincerity that he would 
rather play golf or go to the game than work, 
although when the occasion presents itself, 
on a Vacation for instance, the pastime in- 
variably begins to pall after half a dozen 
consecutive sessions. ;

met the issue, firing their muskets and 
right and left and riders went dashing 
off over the hillside for the military. 
figuratively about 100 miles away. 

It was the plan that the Rorses 
hitched to the covered wagon should 
become frightened at the firing and 
other commotion and “run away” but 
riders were to surround them and not 
‘let them go far. Instead, they were 
| half detached and half broke away 
from the wagon and there was no head- 
ling them off. 
| At first they made almost a bee line 
| to.where the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge were sitting in their automobile 


| behind a thin rail fence. Approximate- 
ly 10,000 other people, sitting in cars 
or sitting or standing on the ground 
| were circled on the sides of the green 
slope ‘expanse. The secret service men 
dashed into position in front of the car 
| just as the horses veered and ran down 
| the front of the crowd for several hun- 
| dred feet and then went through a lane 
that was hastily made for them. 
The President was~«smiling broadly 
when he saw that no one had been 


the celebration the President rode up 
the tortuous road from an elevation 
of 1,000 feet at the lodge to one of 
about 5,000 feet 10 milles away. Then 
he just dropped down on Custer for 
a distance of 6 miles, getting the 
impression that he could hold the 
community in the palm of his hand 
as he did so. 

But it has been preparing for this 
pageant for months and there were 400 
persons in it, a large number of them 
recruited from towns as far as 50 milés 
away. It seems that Miss Mildred 
Heidpriem, a schoolma’am, went to New 
York on her vacation last fall so they 
put her in charge of it, and she had a 
lot of ideas. The towns people had 
been sewing the costumes together for 
months and they had good reason to. be 
proud of their handiwork today. : 

For instance, some little fellows ap- 
pearing as rabbits wore what appeared 
to be those white, single piece pajamas 
with hood attached which you made 
the children wear in the winter when 
sleeping on a sleeping porch. And the 
little girls representing birds wore 
shingle like stuff of blue and gold and 
black hues afid their hats were fash- 
foned like the birdies’ beaks. 

Everybody in Custer responded gen- 
erously, too, to the financial appeal, 
the Knights of Columbus contributing 
and the Ku Klux Klan gave $100. And 
it was arranged that at the end these 
donors should appear and receive some 
But out of. defer- 
ence to the President, it was explained, 
the Klan did not appear.

They 
called her the “messenger of the great 
Originally she was to be the

Hills” song, a silent, creeping, yearning 
melody, lookéd back into the deep 


foliage of the mountain side, and did 
little steps and gestures, and waved her 
hands and sure enough the spirits ap- 


peared. 

They depicted the dance of the sun, 
of the rain and of the winds. And 
then little children gave the march 
of the trees and the dances of the 
flowers and birds, all appropriately 
costumed in many hues. At one time 
about twenty of them came out 
wrapped in gold petals, with brown 
jackets and they carried large gold 
petals in their hands. They danced 
around and then clustered together, 
em ig the petals to form a huge 

blossom. 


Boys Represent Insects. 


There were little fellows to represent 
insects, too. All of them, the birds and 
beasts and flora of the forest made 
merry for about an hour and then 
the “foreshadow of civilization” came 
along in the form of an early settler 
with an ax. He would go up to the 
young women representing trees and 
make as if to cut them down. With 
the way thus hewn there came the 
first party of settlers, the “Gordon” par- 
ty with Mrs, Annie Tallent'of her coun- 
terpart along. She was the first white 
woman to come to the Black Hills. 

But before that, Custer and his men 
had come in and the miner of the ex- 
pedition, Horace Ross, had discovered 
gold. Custer came back again and 
drove the Gordon party away because 
the Federal Government was trying to 
keep the white people out until it 
could negotiate a treaty with the 
Sioux. But as fast as the military 
would drive them out, they would re- 
turn, and after-a few months the in- 
flux had become so large that the Gov- 
ernment relaxed and confined itself to 
oe to protect them from the In- 

ans. 


50 Indians in Pageant. 
This was the story the pageantry told. 


It depicted a meeting of the settlers 
about the stockade to form the town 


of Custer. There was a big argument 
about the name. Then Custer was hit 
upon. 


The Indians, whose forbears made 
life so uncomfortable for the settlers 
were here to do their part today. Fifty 
of them were engaged by the pageant 
managers for the lump sum of $150, 
but the other Indians hearing about it, 
some 100 came, because the town is 
giving to them a camp and steers to 
feed them, so long as they are here. 
They came 50 miles.

, | for loan accommodations, it was stated. 
Holdings of United States securities 
showed a slight decrease in July. 

The board found the “conditions in 
the money market, after seasonal firm- 
ness at the end of June, were easier 
in July.” 

The output of industry, according 
to the statement, declined substantially 
in June to a level close to that of a 
year ago, reflecting reduced activity 
both in mines and in factories.

The Hydra, monster of Greek mytho- 
logy, took an annual toll of a few 
Grecian lives until slain by Hercules, 
but the automobile, by which modern 
men travel along highways as on 
wings, threatens this year to cost the 
United States the lives of 25,000 men, 
women and children as its price for 
being. 

Students have decided that the Hydra 
was a poisonous vapor exuded by the 


marshes of Lerna, which Hercules de- 
stroyed by draining the marshes. 
Scylla, another monster that feasted | 
on seamen, has been proved to be a 
rock in the sea which today is danger- 
ous to vessels. The imaginative Greeks 
personified as monsters common things 
which were dangerous or deadly. 

In the interest of safety, Americans 
probably are badly in need of a little 
Grecian imagination. That they do not 
have it, that they are in a large de- 
gree thoughtless, careless, strangely 
blind to conditions that surround them, 
and forgetful even after conditions are 
pointed out to them, accounts in a 
considerable measure, according to ex- 
perts, for the fact that traffic takes s0 
vast a toll of lives—a toll that is con- 
stantly increasing. 


Auto Kills Weaker Persons. 


It has been well pointed out that in 
war only men are killed as a rule, and 
that they are killed by other men who 
conceive themselves to be thoroughly 
justified in doing it, whereas, motor 
vehicle traffic takes its largest toll in 
children, women and elderly men who 
have not the strength to recover, or 
means of protection. 

Also, it has been pointed out, traffic 
deaths proceed in a large degree from a 
selfish desire to speed, from a greedy 
desire to seize all that is possible for 
one’s self, from willful recklessness, 
from inconsideration and from a dull 
thoughtfulness that heeds no warnings. 

One century ago the proposition to 
travel 15 miles an hour on a strange, 
new vehicle propelled by steam power 
was considered a kind of blasphemy. 
Nothing is thought of traveling 50 
miles an hour on modern highways. 

However, many as the advantages 
have been, the automobile, emblem of 
speed and modern feverishness, has cost 
since the war nearly three times as 
many lives as there were American sol- 
diers who were killed in action and 
died of wounds in France. 

From January 1, 1919, until Decem- 
ber 31, 1926, 137,017 persons were killed 
in motor vehicle accidents in the 
United States, according to figures ob- 
tained yesterday from the National Au- 
tomobile Chamber of Commerce. The 
total number of American soldiers kill- 
ed in action in France was 37,568, and 
dying of wounds, 12,942, a total of 
50,510. 
' More Deadly Than War. 


The total number of American sol- 
diers dying during the war from in- 
fluenza, on the field of battle, from 
drownings, suicide and from all other 
causes was 120,050. Therefore, the 
number of traffic fatalifies since the 
war is greater by 17,000 than the total 
number of American soldiers dying dur- 
ing the war from all causes. 

The total number of American sol- 
diers wounded in the World War, ac- 
cording to figures, was 182,674. 

It is estimated that since the war 
$,500,000 persons have been injured in 
motor vehicle accidents in the United 
States. 

And what sort of army are they? The 
majority of them are women and chil- 
dren. There may be pictured among 
them a host of maimed and crippled 
persons, many of whom have lost a 
limb, have lost an eye, or are wear- 
ing ugly life scars. And in the rear 
of the adult host there is another host 
of children who have been sentenced 
in their infancy to receive injuries that 
they must bear through life. 

According to estimates, 26 per cent 
of the number of persons killed and 
injured have been children under 15 
years of age. With this percentage 
holding true, some 35,600 children have 
been killed since the war and nearly 
1,000,000 injured. 


Toll Is Increasing. 


In war the killing of women and 
children is considered the most heinous 
of crimes. War, however, must be 
honorable. For of the women and chil- 
dren traffic fatalities a great many 
were killed as a result of the unwilling- 
mess of selfish impulse to be checked 
or restrained, or to obey any of those 


chivalries and courtesies such as have 


become established institutions in war, | 


and generally in society. 


The toll of countrywide traffic fatali- | 
ties is increasing by leaps and bounds. | 


Last year 23,000 persons were killed. In 
1925 the number was 22,000; in 1924, 
19,715; in 1928, 18,720; in 1922, 15,486; 


in 1921, 14,075; in 1920, 12,865, and in| 


1919, 10,811. 

Therefore the number killed each 
year has doubled since the war. It 
has multiplied 50 times in the last 20 
years. 

This situation is more critical when 
the rapid increase in the automobile 
registration is considered. The motor 
vehicle registration now is 22,000,000. 
In 1919, it was 7,565,000. 

The increasing number of vehicles 
and the increase in the number of traf- 
fic fatalities has made it imperative 
that a nation-wide effort be made to 
check the number of fatalities and to 


- bring motor vehicles within the bounds, 


of saneness, order, control and law. 
Toll Decreases Here. 


The record of the District presents an | 


example of what must be done. While 
the number of traffic fatalities for the 
nation, as a whole, has increased, that 
for the District through constant and 
determined effort, has decreased. Last 
year 76 persons were killed by traffic 
in the District. In 1925, 84 were killed; 
in 1924, 91, and in 1923, 91. 

For the first six months of this year 
$9 persons were killed here. 
the fight must be continued to pre- 
vent an increase. Yet by constant ef- 
fort a decline can be effected. — 

There are no statistics available for the 
whole country as to thegfause of acci- 
dents. Only general figtires are avail- 
able. The Hoover conference on street 
and highway safety recommended more 
complete statistics for the Nation. 

An effort will be made, it is said, to 
increase the statistics. This will be 
preliminary. It is necessary, because 
statistics are the means of diagnosis. 
After the diagnosis is made, the remedy 
can be better directed. The astonish- 
ing number of deaths, and the menac- 
ing shadow of increases that will double 
the present number within a few years, 
make imperative a coordinated effort 


- on the part of the Nation to reduce its 


traffic ills.

Therefore | 
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oe Safety Hint 


One of the most dangerous habits 
motorists have is that of stopping 
right in the middie of traffic to dis- 
charge passengers into the street. It 
often happens that passengers will 
leave the automobile on the left- 
hand side. : 

This is a kind of recklessness 
that is inexcusable. It would only 
require a little more trouble to find 
a place at which passengers could 
leave the automobile in perfect 
safety. To discharge passengers in 
the midst of traffic, and especially 
w the left-hand side, is a useless 


flirtation with death. 


Beltsville Man Shot; 
Police Make Arrest 


Edward Gross, colored, 27 years old, 
of Beltsville, Md., is being held in the 
Bladensburg jail as a result of the 
shooting yesterday morning of Alfred 
Jones, colored, 28 years old. Jones was 
shot in the head, stomach and left arm. 
No charge has been preferred against 
Gross, pending his identification with 
the shooting... 

Chief of Police Carl J. Blanchard, of 
Hyattsville, and County Officer Harry 
Robinson arrested Gross after Jones 
had accused the former in a written 
statement. They took the injured man 
to Freedman’s Hospital, where he later 
underwent an operation. His condition 
last night was pronounced serious. 


NEW SYOTEM OF TooUING 
MOTOR TAGS PROPOSED 


Bureau of Efficiency Would 
Revise the Form of Appli- 
cation Blanks. 


EASY DISTRIBUTION SEEN 


A new system for issuing automobile 
license tags was recommended to the 
Commissioners yesterday by the Bureau 
of Efficiency. The most noticeable 
changes suggested are in revision of 
the forms of application and registra- 
tion blanks, and in the distribution of 
these in advance from police stations, 
Government offices and automobile or- 
ganizations, to be obtained and filled 
in by motorists instead of being writ- 
ten by clerks after the applicant for a 
license reaches the District Building. 
However, there are many other project- 
ed changes in procedure. 

Advantage claimed for the proposed 
new plan by the experts who devised it 
are as follows: 

It will permit maintenance of an 
accurate history of the ownership of 
each registered vehicle. 

Disposal of stolen cars in the District 
will be made more difficult. 

Registering of fictitious mames and 
addresses will be largely eliminated. 

Identification of hit-and-run drivers 
will be facilitated 

The number of “dead”® tags used on 
cars will be reduced materially. 
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The system will afford a simple and 
effective substitute for a certificate of | 
title law. 

Favoritism in the holding out of spe- | 
cial numbers for persons expressing a | 
preference is frowned on under the | 
propcsed system, as being costly in ex- | 
tra clerk hire and interfering with ef- 
fective check on financial returns from | 
the sale of tags. | 

Procedure is laid out, too, to elimi- | 
nate use of the ground floor corridor | 
of ihe District Building as an office for | 
the superintendent of licenses during | 
tag-issuing periods. |

CHAMPION’S AIRPLANE 
REACHED 38,959 FEET 


Study of Navy Flier’s Baro- 
graph Is Completed by 
Standards Bureau. 


The remaining barograph used by 
Lieut. Carleton C. Champion, jr., U.-S. 
N., in his attempt to break the land- 


plane altitude record at Bolling Field 
Monday, which effort nearly resulted 
in his death in a plane fall. showed a 
recorded height of 38,559 feet, Bureau 
of Standards investigators reported 
yesterday, but they could not ascertain 
whether it had stopped functioning at 
that height because of plane vibra- 
tions. 

Although the altimeter on Lieut. 
Champion’s plane indicated an altitude 
of* 47,000 feet, one of two barographs 
on it was destroyed by fire which 
broke out four times in the plane in 
its fall following explosion of the 
motor. The one examined had been 
partially damaged by fire and shock. 
The report of the Bureau of Standards 
shows that while he did not break 
the world’s.record of 40,820 feet, held 
by the Frenchman, Callizo, he came 
close to the American record of 38,704 
feet, held by Lieut. John.A. Macready, 
Army aviator, established January 29. 
1926. 

Secretary of the Navy Wlibur said 
yesterday that if Lieut. Champion 
wanted to continue his attempts to 
break the record, the Navy Department 
will interpose no objections.

A new plan for use of the collateral 
system to relieve congestion in the 
Traffic Court, principally by making it 
unnecessary for arrested motorists 
appear for trial for the purpose of ob- 
taining a return of excessive collateral, 
was recommended to the Commission- 
ers yesterday in an official report by 
the Efficiency Bureau. 


The new plan is a combination of 
the Traffic Violations Bureau scheme 
proposed a year ago by I. C. Moller, for- 
mer assistant director of traffic, and 
the plan of reduced collateral insti- 
tuted in May following a study by a 
committee consisting of Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendemt of police; Ring- 
gold Hart, assistant corporation counsel, 
and M. O. Eldridge, assistant director of 
traffic. 

Taking of collateral for minor of- 
fenses in reduced amounts arrived at 
in the discretion of the commanding 
officers of police precincts, was the 
outstanding feature of the commit- 
tee’s plan. Moller’s project called for 
the setting up of a central place in 
the police traffic bureau for the tak- 
ing of collateral on a predetermined 
schedule corresponding with minimum 
fines in minor cases. 


To Nearest Police Station. 


The plan suggested by th» Bureau of 
Efficiency embraces the schedule of 
minimum fines for collateral, from the 
Moller proposal and the taking of col- 
lateral so determined at the nearest 
police station instead of at @ central 
point, from the committee plan. 

A new feature is added in requiring 
policemen in all traffic arrests to make 
out and swear to a complaint, which 
affidavit is forwarded to the corpora- 
tion counsel to eliminate necessity for 
policemen appearing in or around the 
court unless a trial is to take place on 
@ major charge or because of unusual 
circumstances. This will necessitate 
having two policemen appointed as 
notaries public at each police station, 
to administer oaths attached to the 
complaints. 

The report states that in 1926 there 
were 33,109 traffic arrests, 61 per cent 
of which were for minor infractions of 
the code. In 1927, there were 43,856, 
of which 75 per cent were for minor 
violations. 

A schedule of minimum fines in 
minor cases, with which deposited col- 
lateral is to correspond, except when 
unusual circumstances dictate higher 
collateral, was submitted with the re- 
port. Judges of the Police Court had 
ne in drawing up the sched- 
ule. 


Offenses and Collateral. 


The list of offenses, with collateral 
for each, follows: 

Twenty-five dollars collateral—Loan- 
ing operator’s permit; obtaining opera- 
tor’s permit by misrepresentation; im- 
proper brakes. 

_ Fifteen dollars collateral—Obtaining 
— tags by misrepresenta- 
on. 

Ten dollars collateral — Driving 
through occupied safety zone, driving 
across fire hose, failing to give right 
of way to official emergency vehicles, 
loaning license tags, operating vehicle 
on dead or borrowed tags, operating 
mechanically unsafe vehicle, passing 
approaching vehicle on left, passing 
Stopped street car, being within pro- 
hibited distance of fire apparatus, vio- 
lating maximum-weight rules, violat- 
ing bridge-weight regulation. 

Five dollars collateral—Carrying two 
persons on motorcycle without tandem 
attachment, colliding, cutting corner, 
disobeying traffic officer, disobeying 
signals, crowding other vehicles or pe- 
destrians, driving through funerals, 
driving with one arm, emerging from 
alley without stopping at walk, failing 
to give pedestrian right of way at 
crosswalk, failing to give right of way 
to vehicles entitled thereto, failure to 
turn in dead tags, failure to keep 
close to right-hand curb, failure to keep 
vehicle under control, interfering with 
traffic in leaving curb, driving without 
tags, passing overtaken vehicle on 
right, overtaking vehicle at street in- 
tersections, parking more than eight- 
een hours, parking between loading 
platform and curb, parking within 10 
feet of fire hydrant, parking abreast 
using vehicle for advertising, dazzling 
lights, solid tire violations. 


Offenses Requiring $3. 


Three dollars collateral—Disobeying 
official sign; driving through unoccu- 
pied safety zone; wrong way around 
circle; driving over Sidewalk; driving 
slow-moving vehicles abreast; failure to 
give warning signal; driving with ob- 
structed view. Parking with left side to 
curb; parking in front of entrances; 
parking in front of schools; parking 
near stop signs; parking near animal 
drinking fountains; parking to obstruct 
traffic; parking to obstruct crosswalks; 
parking near street intersections; park- 
ing to reduce open road width to less 
than eleven feet; parking in restricted 
place; parking on sidewalk; leaving en- 
gine to run unattended; using spot- 
light; misusing signal device; violating 
one-way traffic. 

Two dollars collateral—Backing to 
turn in street; coasting with gears un- 
meshed; driving with open cutout; un- 
necessary smoke; failing to exhibit op- 
erator’s permit; failing to exhibit reg- 
istration card; no muffler; no signaling 
device; inconspicuous tags; imperfect 
headlights; dark headlights; unillumin- 
ated rear tag; no red light on rear; 
third passenger in student-driven auto; 
parking overtime; parking parallel; 
parking more than six inches from 
curb; unnecessary loud alarm device. 


150 Children Leave 
For Camp Good Will 


Approximately 150 children left for 
Camp Good Will yesterday, the third 
party to attend the camp. The group 
gathered at Madison School, Tenth and 
G streets northeast. 

The party will return August 9, on 
which date the final party of the season 
will leave Washington to spend several 
weeks there. About 900 children and 
mothers have ettenced Camp Good ‘Vill 
and Camp Pleasant this season. At 
Camp Pleasant there are now 160. 


, Sues for Legal Fees. 


Charles C. Le Forgee, of Decatur, IIl., 
filed suit yesterday in Circuit Court 
against Adrian C. Humphreys and W. 
Jule Day, trading as Humphreys & Day, 
to recover $20,402, which he says is 
due him for legal services with the 
income tax division of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue for a client of the 
defendants. Attorneys Hogan, Hartson 
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and Jones appeared for the plaintif.
